Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102

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Office action: a person shall be entitled to a patent unless (a) the Invention was known or used 
by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent, (b) the invention was patented c 
described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this 
country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-4, 8, 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Cervantes-Laurean et al. [IDS]. 

The claims are directed to a method of determining if a substance 
regulates glycation comprising: 

admixing (1 ) a substance to be tested, (2) ADP-ribose, (3) histone HI ; 

determining if the substance has an effect on glycation. 

The references are relied upon as explained below. 

Cervantes-Laurean et aL discloses a method of admixing ADP-ribose and 
histone HI and measuring glycation. The reference also demonstrates that 
admixture of aminoguanidine to the system of ADP-ribose and histone HI 
inhibits the crosslinking of HI . Measurement is by SDS-PAGE and by 
fluorescence (page 10466. second column). Incubation was for 20 minutes. 

With regard to the functional language in claim 9, nucleophilic 
compound, aminoguanidine is considered to be a nucleophilic compound as the 
term "nucleophilic compound" is a term of comparison with no definite 
reference point. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 6 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
